MINNESOTA TO SAVE MORE THAN 
$5,000,000 UNDER NEW 
BILL 
St. Paul, June 30.— Minnesota will 
wave more than 65,000,000 in reduc­ 
ed taxes due to repeals and reduc­ 
tions included in the new tax 
OML 
which becomes effective Tuesday. 
A. R, Knox, assistant collector of 
Internal revenue, has made public 
IiIh analysis of the new bill. 
Many 
of the so-called "nuisance" taxes will 
be practically eliminated, 
he 
said. 
The tax on theatre tickets costing 
50 cents aud under is repealed. 
The exact amount saved is 
66,- 
130,727.07, of which 62,951,404.90 is 
redaction of nlrome taxes and 62,- 
180,322.17 is the saving In miscel­ 
laneous taxes. 
The telephone and telegraph tax 
which brought 6252,018.35 will be 
come ineffective. 
The stamp tax on 
notes was repealed and will repre­ 
sent a saving of 6100,000. 
The automobile tax on manufac­ 
turing, which brought 3 per cent un­ 
der the old law, practically is abol­ 
ished. 
A revenue of 625,000 will be 
cut to 63,000. 
The 5 per cent tax on auto acces­ 
sories has been cut in half. 
This 
will represent a saving of 695,000. 
The candy tax 
which 
brought 
$202,000 is cancelled. 
The Jewelry tax 
which 
brought 
6375,000 will be decreased 75 per 
cent. 
The beverage tax has been abolish­ 
ed. 
This brought $188,908 during 
the last year. 
The special tax on theatre seating 
capacity Is done away with.

revenue from this was $42,145.82.

visioned business men who aided them 
have girded themselves for tile second 
stage of the struggle 
which 
comes 
next, month. 
On July ll and 12 there Is to be held 
In St. Paul, at the Garrick Theatre, 
a great national conference of farm­ 
ers, farm organization leaders, beads 
of educational 
institutions, bankers, 
business men, and anyone else who 
realizes the present economic situa­ 
tion of agriculture and who is inter­ 
ested in promoting such principles of 
legislative relief as were embodied in 
the McNary-Haugen bill.

July 17 and 18 previously announced 
for this conference 
have

The 
intention of the council was that ail conforming with these conditions who 
qualified for the Olympic teams will be included in the learns to be sent to 
Dublin for the Tailteann games after th e ‘conclusion of the Olympic games. 
If it should happen that the Olympic selections tire not eligible for the Tail­ 
teann games, the next eligible men in order of merit will he c hosen for the 
Irish games. 
The American Tailteann Council is under Hie presidency of Murray Hul­ 
bert, president of the Board of Aldermen of New York and vice president of 
the Amateur Athletic Union of the United States. 
The necessary funds are 
being contributed by Americans of Irish extraction, 
More than one-half of the men and women swimmers, boxers and wres­ 
tlers who have been selected for the Americ an Olympic team arc* eligible tor, 
and are expecting to compete in, the Tailteann games in Ireland. 
The Tailteann games, which are a revival of famous gullies held In Ire­ 
land for two thousand years, but which lapsed 700 years ago, have aroused 
great enthusiasm in athletic circles throughout the* world. 
Competitor's will 
gather from Australia, South Africa, India, China, Canada, England, Scotland, 
Wales, the Argentine, and America. 
It is hoped that the American group will be of outstanding strength and 
will comprise full teams in track and field athletics, swimming, diving, 1 
cycling, boxing, hurling, football, rounders (tile parent game of baseball), 
handball. Irish dancing, etc. 
In addition to the athletic pursuits the games will comprise competition 
in music, literature, arts crafts industry, etc.
